Vancouver, March 11.— A joint meet- 
ing of mill men and loggers was held 
last night, when the Log Scaling Act 
now ibefore the government was consid- 
ered in iis entirety. The mill men sug- 
BC-sted thai the sealers ho appointed by 
the government, sworn to do their duty, 
ami be paid ilty the mill ineti, that they 
might ihe always on hand when required. 
It was pointed out that a supervisor ap- 
pointed by I lit! government could check 
up the work of the olllcial scalers for 
mill men of loggers, lit any time cither 
parly wished to pay the supervisor's 
fees. The loggers, however, objected to 
the government scalers 'being paid by 
the mill men. After two hours discus- 
sion, the men showed every disposition 
to meet the loggers half way and with- 
drew their abjection to the appointment 
of government scalers, but expressed 
their belief that an etllcient staff of 
scalers would cost the government a 
heavy sum in salaries, and would cause 
much more delay than if the scalers 
were in the employ of the mills. It was 
stated that at least 10 or 120 scalers -would 
lie required, besides the supervisor, and 
their salaries would certainly average 
more than $1,000 each per annum. This 
would ihe otTset perhaps one-third by 
lees. But the question would be if Ihe 
government would feel justified in exi 
pending say Jl'i.OOO per year oil log 
scalers. In Ontario each mill paid the 
government log scaler, who stayed on 
the premise* and did other work when 
not scaling, and all disputes were set - 
lied "by the supervisor. Under the suggest- 
ed syste \tiin will require one scaler.

Referring to the proposed con- 
ference, the Canadian government de- 
spatch says: "The only question which, 
in the opinion of my ministry, gives 
promise of a full discussion is that of 
commercial relations Ibetween the vari- 
ous sections of the Empire. 

"The political relations DOW existing 
•between the Mother Country and the 
great self-governing Colonics, and par- 
ticularly Canada, are regarded by my 
ministry as satisfactory, with the ex- 
ception of a few minor details, and 
they do not anticipate, in the varying 
conditions of the colonies, that there 
can be any scheme of defence applica- 
ble to all. 

"In the opinion of my ministers, there, 
is but a limited range of subjects upon 
which the contemplated conference can 
he productive of useful action. Never- 
theless my ministers and I realize the 
desirability of taking advantage of every 
opportunity for discussion by public 
men of the Mother Country and 
Colonies on questions of Imperial inter- 
est and Canada's representative will 
he prepared to give respeetful consid- 
eration to any proposals that may be 
submitted by llis 'Majesty's government 
oi by representatives of other colonies."

In fact, from all points of view, com- 
mercial, iruollectual, social and religious, 
the universal consensus of opinion on 
the part of those who have lived in such 
a town, is, that it is undesirable in- 
every respect, except to the people who 
live by preying I OU the weaknesses Of 
their fellow-men. In certain sections 
of the United States such a thing as a 
town which is not "wide open" is hard- 
ly known. Vet, communities in these 
sections are always trying to relieve 
themselves of what their members 
know, through bitter experience, to be 
a curse. They tire always attempting to 
cure what they know to be a vicious 
habit. A man ruiued by gambling is 
not merely hurt financially, 'but his 
moral nerve is destroyed, nud his use- 
fulness to the community, as well as his 
own satisfaction in living, lessened. In 
Western cities there are fewer com- 
munal enjoyments than in older com- 
munities. We have not cheap excur- 
sions, che.ip concerts and cheap 
theatres, which are cheap only to the 
individual because there arc so many 
individuals to join in paying for them, 
but which give good music, good shows 
and legitimate amusement. But in re- 
sources for diversified amusement Vic- 
toria is much better off than most 
Western cities. A city which has golf- 
ing, boating, fishing, shooting, a fine 
park, a regimental band, beautiful en- 
virons, good roads, plenty of bicycles 
| ami ti lovely climate, is not a city in 
I which a young man or woman should 
I |i ml any difficulty in satisfying a yearn- 
ing for legitimate and healthy ainuse- 
■ nicut. Due thing, however, should not 
be overlooked. The newcomer should 
be welcomed, taken by the hand and 
shown the r..pes as it were, lest, in his 
isolation, and from a natural desire for 
companionship and amusement, he falls 
into evil ways. To leave people in iso- 
lation, uninfluenced by that portion of 
the community which possesses a 
healthy moral tone, is bad, but to leave 
them in isolation at the open door of a 
gambling house, is very much worse. 
There art; always people who will pat- 
ronize secret resorts of questionable 
amusement, and such resorts, can never 
be wholly extirpated, certainly not by 

police regulations. The root of the 
whole matter is the direction to which 
public opinion is set. Regulations can 
merely express, they cannot control, 
public opinion. If people wish to gam- 
ble and are prepared to pay out of their 
earned money to support professional 
gamblers, they will do so, ali regulations 
to the contrary notwithstanding. But 
at the same time, one of the liest ex- 
pressions of a sound public opinion is 
to put the stigma of illegality upon all 
the features described in the expression 
"wipe-open town." Then the class which 
supports, and the class supported by, 
such institutions will gain fewer re- 
cruits from those on whom the future 
public character of our city depends. 
Public opinion in Victoria is set in the 
is j right direction, and a jealous eye should 
he ke,pt oil all attempted deflections, 
even if inspire.

1'iinee Konoye is quoted by 
the Japan Advertiser of Fubruury 23rd 
as saying: "Japan will never consent to 
a Russian Manchuria.

.Nor should we hesitate to lake recourse 
iu armed remonstrance were Hussin to 
continue in Her recent semi-dolimit atti- 
tude. We have tlie sympathy of Ihoth 
tlie Fnited States and Croat Britain in 
this matter and know what we are do- 
ing.

That would not 
menace Japan's interests. We regard tae 
construction of the trans-Siberian rail- 
way with lively interest, as that will 
undoubtedly serve to open new Ileitis for 
Japan's commercial undertakings. Japan 
will not obje.-i tu ltns-ian troops guard- 
ing tile line in Manehuria, where the 
presence of the troops i.s necessitated, 
but Kiir-sia's great territorial army on 
Chinese soil must .he withdrawn, and 
that without further loss of time. Man- 
churia must 'be kept under Chinese con- 
trol, nut only because of its mineral and 
ui her wealth, inn also as being the 
birthplace of the present Chinese 
dynasty and subsequent revolution and 
anarchy.

The London correspondent of the 
Montreal Star sends the following sen- 
sible protest nirniiMt the foolish alarmist 
eries of British decadence. 

Let it lie noted to his credit th;it a 
prominent iMoutrealer has just done- 
sane Imperialism an excellent piece of 
service. He modestly hides his name 
under the initial "H," Ibut when 1 say 
that lie has loJlg 'been associated with 
the stupendous telegraphic developments 
■which Canada Juis seen during the pnst 
decade, I shall have snflloiently indicat- 
ed his identity. The service lie has 
rendered is in this wise. We know 
the faculty of the Englishman for elab- 
orate and persistent gruni'blirjg. Though 
at the present moment there is no people 
on the face of the, globe who have more 
ruason for- self-satisfaction and for 
kindly feelings, generally towards Prov- 
idence the Englishmen, sj> far :is many 
<>f his newspapers rolled his opinions, 
is continually In the fault-finding mood. 
Especially is tins- si's in regard to the 
present condition of British trade. To 
judge by the -perpetual pessimisms of 
such writers as Sir. Ernest Williams 
and those of his group who find easy ac- 
eess lo the columns of the Daily Mail 
and other popular ■ prints British trade 
1s in a very had iv ay indeed. Mr. Wil- 
liams ist himself the author of that 
once nmeh-ta'.ked-of hook, "Made in 
(Jermany," hut unfortunately for his de- 
ductions (lerinnn trade is at this mo- 
ment at the bottom of the slough of 
despond. Turning from these pessimism 
in facts one timls that fai» from giving 
cause for depression Britain's industrial 
position at the present moment is com- 
paratively full of hope and encourage- 
ment. The whole industrial world is 
pnibably approaching a less prosperous 
cycle than that through which we have 
just passed but all authentic facts and 
figures suggest that Britain is retaining, 
siibstantiallv, her place in tin' world — 
a place which is well illustrated -by the 
following comparative statistics, showing 
I lie relative percentage of the world's 
t rade: 
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That is to say that Greni Britain is 
-till responsible for over 17 -per cent, 
of the world's commerce — a percentage 
only two less t hit n that enjoyed 'by Brit- 
ish trade as far llmck us l.X.N-_': British 
empire trade is nearly W'l per cent, while 
Oernian irailc has in a same ]""-i,| 
failed to reach a higher percentage than 
1 1 and thai of the I'nited States is even 
I less. A people win, hold I \ per , .mt 
of the world's trade and an empire that 
holds nearly 111! per cent are uol to I.e 
disposed of by mere journalistic pessim- 
isms even though they ti li<< an echo ill 
every cartoon of United States cartoon- 
ists. The other day a London paper re- 
produced .a page of these I'nited States 
eurtncBs, -and it was linjicroiis to note 
the impressions sought to he conveyed by 
each that .lolin Bull is a decrepit, worn- 
out person from whom all the joys of 
life and eertain'y .-ill the activities of 
life have been wrested by the great Re- 
public. I assure you .John Hall is very 
much awake. 

It is in reminding Englishmen of their 
duty to themselves to state facts on 
something like their (rue proportions 
that your fellow iMoutrealer "II" has 
done lOuglishwen a gooil service at the 
present moment, lie lias penned the fol- 
lowing letter to the Loudon Outlook: 

"To the editor of the Outlook: 

'"Let nte till' nil you for your recent 
comments on British trade. You Kng- 
lisliuie.il cannot Ibegin to. appreciate the 
'bad effect that this continuous running 
down of your own country is having 
on insiders. It is weakening British 
prestige and making the colonies feel 
that you have lost your pluck. Why do 
not you treat the gnorilbi war in South 
Africa the same as you used to treat 
similar expeditions in other parts of the 
■world, and not magnify every little en- 
counter us yon do now'.' You seem to 
lie in a general state of funk, 'both phy- 
sical ami financial. It is simply dis- 



gusting and you are earning the con- 
tempt of your colonial brethren. If 
Canada had no more pluck than England 
is showing now, we would never have 
undertaken the C. I\ U. or any other of 
our great works. 

"I'se your influence with your fellow- 
journalists to stop this decrying of every- 
thing English; let them show, as you 
have shown, the bright side of the pic- 
ture. We want something to prove to 
our neighbors in the I'nited States that 
we are not hitched-up to a decaying na- 
tion. 

'Montreal. H." 

Tho letter has naturally attracted a 
good deal of attention especially among 
those who know well enough that his 
country is not going to the dogs and that 
the men who say it. are talking quite 
apart from facts. In the Ball Mall 
Gazette of yesterday appears a letter 
from a correspondent signing himself 
"It. B. M."— initials which 1 shall not bo 
wrong in identifying as those of Mr. R. 
B. Marston, one of 'London's leading 
publishers, a partner in the h'rm of 
Sampson Low—in the course of which 
he says: 

"I have thought for a long time that 
it could not have been particularly .en- 
couraging to our fellow-subjects in the 
colonies— this eternal cry of 'Wolf!' 
about the navy and army ami everything 
else, and I was not surprised to see this 
letter in a recent number of your non- 
imistic contemporary, The Outlook, 
rhe writer is iii .a high commercial posi- 
tion in Canada, and well able to judge 
of the general disgust felt 'by Canadians 
at the mournful howls about impending 
doom so common of late in this country." 
"If it were not for Mr. Cliamlierlitin." 
K. B. M. goes on to say. "the coionies 
might seriously take the view that 'II.' 
does. fancy waiting to have a 'I lay of 
National Humiliation' because the Boers 
have not turned us mil of South Africa! 
Why do not our < 'assnmlrns ask them- 
selves this simple <piestionV -With what 
nation or Empire under the sun would 
Kiuir Edward and his subjects care to 
change places now. or chances for the 
future'.'"

In England it is n common sight to 
see a placard of the Royal Navy in 
some crowded thorough fa to of a garri- 
son or naval town. It is a gaily-col- 
ored picture or seamen, shipwrights and 
stokers, surrounded by others of cut- 
lass drill and gull drill. Neighboring 
posters inquire for "smart, active boys 
"a'blesnodied young men," all "of good 
character" anil "ivlde to read and write," 
to take part in the affairs of His Majes- 
ty's tleet. 

There are set forth the various grades 
of 'hoys, seamen, shipwrights, carpen- 
ters, armorers, stewards, stokers, gun- 
ners, coopers, artificers — iu nil aibout a 
hundred and fifty classes, or "ratings" 
as they are called, of petty otlicers and 
men. 'inside an adjoining otllce is prob- 
ably to be found the recruiting otllccr 
at his table making up his lists and en- 
tries, and examining all cornel's. 

Bound the placard there is gathered, 
more often than not. u group of young- 
sters gazing with longing admiration at 
the gay figures iu the picture. Many of 

them go |i at once and get a tape 

measure to find out whether they come 
up to the required measurements iu 
height h and breadth. 

Some boys will hud their fears on this 
score were unnecessary and. having se- 
cured the written consent of a parent 
or guard inn. they will return to the re- 
cruiting office with beating hearts, but 
hoping for the best. The first thing

There lie will be taught climbing, 
rigging, sail drill, cutlass drill, pump- 
ing, gun drill, boat pulling, signalling, 
sewing, singing and swimming, He 
will also receive instruction in all ne- 
cessary general knowledge such as read- 
ing, writing, Scripture, history, geogra- 
phy, etc. 

"Youths" are entered for six months' 
training in a sea-going training ship, re- 
ceiving practically the same instruction 
as given above. 

Every 'boy or youth on joining a train- 
ing ship is credited with the Mini of 
about lifty dollars, ami from this is de- 
duct ed ins expenses for clothes and kit. 

His kit on entry consists of two 
serge frock's, two serge trousers. two 
serge jumpers, two .duck working jump- 
ers, two duck working trousers, two 
blue jerseys, two check shirts, two 
night, shirts, two flannels, two Manuel 
or woollen drawers. Two caps and rib- 
bons, one silk 'handkerchief, one bed, 
two bed covers, one blanket.

One of the well-known English train- 
ing ships is tho 'St. Vincent' which 
rides at anchor in Portsmouth Harbor. 

A visitor to the 'St. Vincent,' recently 
gave an account of his experience on 
board in '(Jood Words.' die writes: 

If you want lo see all that is to bo 
seen on the "St. Vincent,' you must be 
alongside at an early hour. The boys 
turn out at a quarter to live, and in a 
few minutes they are lashing up ham- 
mocks, so as to make all decks clear for 

I he duties ef I he day. At 5.20 a. III. 
there is 'general assembly' 011 the upper 
deck, mid at (kill 11. 111. all hands pipe 
to breakfast. The programme fur the 
day depends of course upon circum- 
stances, Sail-drill begins at 7.15 a.
